Yesterday was a critical day in the 
history of the great strike. A conicrence 
was convened by the Transport Workers’ 
Federation, to decide whether or not 4 sym- 
pathetic strike should be declared. Repre- 
sentatives of many other trade unions 
attended this conference, which, incident- 
ally, was held with all the secrecy of the 
“ old diplomacy “; and finally a deputation 
was sent to call upon the Prime Minister 
at Downing street. The deputation was 
received. Mr. Lioyd George was asked to 
meet the Executive of the National Rail- 
waymen’s Union, and made a reply which 
will be read with approval by the whole 
nation. He declared his readiness to meet 
the strikers’ representatives at any time, 
but insisted, in the plainest térms that 
no negotiations could begin until the 
strikers had resumed their work. No other 
reply would have been worthy of Mr. Lloyd 
George's great responsibility. A war has 
been declared on the nation by the raiiway- 
men. Before peace negotiations can take 
place all hostilities must cease, IY the 
railwaymen are so anxious to negotiate, 
they had every opportunity last Friday, 
when they decided to declare their insen- 
sate strike. Then was the time to nego- 
tigte, but when offers were made by 
the Government +they were rejected 
sans phrase. The railwaymen did not want 
to negotiate. They wanted to gain 
a bloodless victory which would pave: the 
way not only for their own future demands, 
but for those of all the other malcontents 
who were abiding their time. Negotia- 
tions: now would mean the surrender of the 
Government and the betrayal of the 
-British people. The present temper of the 
nation is such that a Ministry which | 
yielded would not remain twenty-four 
hours in office.

The plans of the plotters have miscarried. , 
Once again the British people jn the hour | 
of crisis has proved its worth. It survived 
the submarines ; it survived the air raids ; 
and it will survive the railwaymen’s strike.

The Milk Supply. 


The evidence given before the Depart- 
mental Committee on the ‘decline of 
dairying in Ireland has thrown 8. 
flood of light on the causes of the 
high cost of milk in Dublin. The 
price of cattle, the scarcity of feeding 
stuffs, and the demand of dairy 
for hig her are all pus. frame, 
causes, but it is clear that the main factor 
is the cumbrous and expensive method of 
distribution. Mr. Drew, Vice-President 
of the Retail Producers’ Association, told | 
the Committee yesterday that he sold his 
milk to a city company who retailed it at 
tenpence per gallon more than the price 
paid to him. He adinitted that this 
“ seemed a large margin.” To the observer 
it appears that retailers are making un- | 
reasonably large profits. They indignantly ' 
deny, however, that such is the case. 
Witnesses who were examined last week | 
averred that the profit on the sale of a | 
quart of milk did not exceed a penny, and 
one vitnéess stated that it was not more 
‘than a halfpenny. They suggested that 
the ‘ait method of improving the milk 
supply was by increasing the price. Any 


| movement in that direction would impose 


an intolerable burden upon the citizens, | 
and especially the poor. What is wanted . 
is a cheaper method - of delivery. Any- 
thing more extravagant than the present 
system could not be conceived.

““Profiteering ” in France. 


France was one of the first countries to 
declare war on the “ profiteer.” Now 
the Senate has approved a Bill. which 
provides even more severe penalties 
than those, at present in force. It 
does not ,satisfy all the advocates of 
merciless warfare, but there can be no. 
doubt that it will have a most wholesome 
effect. When the Bill comes into opera- | 
tion a trader who is found guilty of 
charging more than “normal” prices will 
be liable to a fine of £2,000. If it is 


| proved that the delinquent is, not a bona 


fide trader, but a speculator pure and 
simple, the penalty may be increased to 
£8,000, or imprisonment for five years. 
This augmentation of the mazimum term 
of imprisonment was made necessary by 
the fact that the sentences passed upon 
“ profiteers” have not up till mow acted 
as a.deterrent. It was found that in the 
majority of cases the “ profiteers ” resumed 
their ijlegal practices as soon as they re 
gained their liberty.

Speaking 
generally there was a decline in milk production 
for some years. That decline began some time 
after the war started. That was due largely 
to the difficulty of getting feeding stuffs cheap. 
There was a decrease in the number of cows. 
The etopping of the exporting of milch cows was 
contributory to that as heifers were allowed to 
go into beef for slaughtering purposes. The 
milk business was now giving a fair return to 
those who dealt in it, but a year or two ago it 
did not. The price of milk in pre-war days was 
only 9d. or 10d. & gallon, Since then it had 
been creeping up gradually every year. They

ASTRONOMICAL NOTES FOR 
OCTOBER, 


FROM OUR ASTRONOMICAL CORRESPONDENT. 


Tux, PLanets:—Mercury is an evening star 
‘throughout the month, but iseouth of the Sun, 
and therefore above the horizon’ for only a 
very short time after sunset. This is a general 
; Tule. An “evening star" dufing the autumn 
‘ts always in a part of the Beliptic which is 
south of the Sun, and, therefore, badly placed 
for observation after sunset. The portion of 
the Echptic which is above the horizon at sun- 
set at this time of year is that which lies south 
iof the Equator, and, therefore, is always low 
in the heavens. The Moon’s path from new to 
full lies in the same portion of the heavens at 
this time of year and this explains both the 


“ Harvest Moon ' and the fact that in autumn 


the Moon does not show up after new tilhshe 
has nearly reached her first quarter. When 


’? 


“new” at thig time of year—i.c,, when near 


the Sun's place—the Moon is travelling south, 
and coming into that part of the Ecliptic which 
the Sun will occupy. at mid-winter. The Sun, 
of course, is also travelling south at this time 


of year, and go are all planets in tho neich- 
bourhood of the Sun. But when the Moon 
comes to the full at this time of year she is 
travelling north, and coming rapidly into ‘that 
part of the Eeliptic which the Sun occupies ‘at 


mid-summer. She, therefore, gets higher in 


the sky each night, and becomes more con- 
spicuous, remaining longer above the horison. 


| Venus is a morning star—at her greatest -bril- 
liancy on the 20th. She is north of the Sun, 


and will be @ conspicuous object in the morn- 
ing sky during the-entire winter, 

Mars, Jupiter, and Saturn are all morning 
starg, rising at intervals of about an. hour cf 
each other at the beginning of the month. On 
the ist the times are: Jupiter, 12.45 a.m.: 
Mars, 1.53 a.m.; and Saturn, 3.0 a.m. Mars 
úráws rapidly nearer to Saturn, and on the 


| 24th the two planets will be in conjunction, 


only five minutes of arc apart. Both will be 
visible together in one telescopic field. By the 
end of the month Jupitex will be rising soon 
after 11 p.m., and coming again within reach 
of the amateur astronomer who cannot afford 
all-night vigils.

In bie address in St. Andrew's Church, But 
lin, yesterday at 1.5 p.m. Mr. Raven's subject 
was “Christ end Industrial Life.” He con 
fined himeelf to the problem of competition in 
the business world. The gospel of competition, 
he said, sprama from the Utilitarian philosophy 
with ite arpeal to celf-intorest, the Darwinian 
doctrine of the struggle for existence, and the 
instinct for self-preservation,. Its motive was 
gelfish, and, therefore, however “natural "’ and 
deep-seated, was anti-Christian. Its supporters 
argued, firstly, that competition was the only 
incentive to progress and good work: this was 
to admit that fear and selfishness were stronger 
than love and comradeship. It was disproved by 
the excellence of the voluntary and unrewarded 
efforts which men of ail classes had uedertaken . 
during the war.. Veny few men deliberately pre- 
ferred to turn out bad work, Competitive strife 

was actively wasteful and extravagant. Se- 
comdly, they argued that emulation was @ 
noble and leudable thing. Here there was a 
confusion of thought. All men rejoiced in the 
exercise of their powers, in the desire for perfor- 
tion, but this joy did not spring from a selfish 
motive, and could be experionced under co 
opetative conditions more fully than under comy 
petition. Mr, Kaven uwimitied that, though 
competition was evil, a change in the organis.- 
tion of industry, if unaccompanied by a change 
of moral motive, would be disastrous. As 
Christians our duty waa to regard mdustry as 
a partnership for the service of the community, 
not as a battle rap for the winning of indi- 
vidual suecess; ‘to support every effort which 

aimed at substituting the appeal to service and 
brotherhood for the appoal to selfishness and 
strife.
